The Times on Railway Accidents :— 


A correspondent directs our attention to the subject 
of Railway Accidents, their late increase, and the im. 
mense likelihood ti. at they will increase much more in 

uence ot the development of railway travelling. 
He for his text the Helmshore accident, and shows 
rhat a clause in an Act that would have rendered com- 
pulsory a break van, “ provided with a ratch wheel and 
catch,” of weight proportionate to the number of car- 
riages, would have ted that terrible collision. 
We are not surp that the immense crash of tra- 
vellers and trains, which is getting thicker and thicker 
every day, till it threatens to strain the whole 
capacity of our railways the utmost, should 
begin to turn Legis- 
lature as the refuge safety. There is 
this inherent defect undoubtedly in the stimulus 
to railway caution, that, “ those who cause the loss are 
not themselves the losers,”’ the loss falling on the share- 
holders, who are too large a body to feel it much, so that 
“ the item, ‘Compensation for Accidents and Losses,’ 
has become a stereotyped formin railway accounts, and 
is! over, as coal or coke expenditure, or any 
other.” Caution wants an adequate stimulus, then, on 
railways, and Who is to give it?” is the question. 
“ Parliament,” says our correspondent, The law must 
supply the motive to railway companies which the 
natural stimulus of interest does to private firms. He 
roposes, therefore, a series of regulations to be enforced 
by law, a uniform description of signals throughout the 
country, the affirmative or positive signal in preference 
to the negative, breaks of a certain construction, 
and a proportionate amount of break power, a 
means of communication between the driver and the 
guard, that no train should pass a first-class station at 
more than 10 miles an hour, and other conditious. 

With respect, then, to legislative interference, some 
may raise the question how far the public want to be 
protected in the matter of their own safety. The pre- 
sent proportion of Railway Accidents,” it might be said, 
“ evidently is not such as to diminish railway travelling ; 
on the contrary, it increases—indeed, it is because it is 
increasing so fast that you are beginning to think ot 
the Legislature ; but will the public on natural principles 
travel with more than a certain amount of risk to face? 
There is certainly, thed, a natural limit to risk, so far as 
that it must be admitted, if every third man on 
the average broke his leg in a railway journey, rail- 
way travelling would greatly diminish. But the ques. 
tion is, whether this natural limit is not too distant, 
including too colossal an amount of accident, before it 
operates on the imagination of the public. Human 
nature is proverbially capricious on the subject of dan- 
wer. The old general who had faced the cannon’s 
mouth in a hundred battles was frightened out of bis 
wits, as the story goes, by a mock ghost. People will 
expose themselves to more danger, irom mere thought- 
jessness and insensibility, when it comes in a familiar 
and accustomed form, more willingly than to less danger 
in a new aod strange shape. Railways are now s 
common that we have a difficulty in frightening our- 
selves about them. showe that, with all the 
advantage of the limit ot human fear, an uone- 
vessarily large amount of accident may take place upon 
railways, wuich we must appeal to some other r 
and in the failure of the stimulus of fright 
in the traveller, and sel(interest in the company, it m 
possibly, as the locomotive crush chickens, come to 
the law will have to lay down some summary 
regulations applying to railways.

A correspondent writes from Paris, under date of the 
6th Nov., as follows 

The dispatch of Lord John Russell continues one of 
the chief topics of conversation. I have heard it com- 

pared, and not without reason, to the well-known “' Dur- 
ham letter,” and it is remarked, with unquestionable 
truth, that Lord John has a foible for writing vigorous 
dispatches, which he folicws up by weak and vacillating 
policy. The Debat; pertinently asks :— 

** Will Kng!“.nd, in case of need, grant an effectual 
support to italy ? or would Lord John Russell, wrapped 
up in . cloak of impenetrable neutrality, resign himself 
to vehold the approval of England remaining quite as 
vain and meflectual as the disapproval of the Northern 
Powers ? Further, does Lord John still maintain the 
extraordinary dispatch he forwarded on the 3ist of 
August last to Sir J. Hudsen, regarding the contin- 
gency of an aggression against Venetia, and which, 
in appearance at least, is so different from that 
of October the 27th. Is the nobie lord still prepared to 
state that Sardinia has contracted certain obligations 
towards Austria by the treaty of Zurich, which she has 
no right to break through; that an attack against Vene- 
tia would be without a pretext, and that, in case of 
such an attack being made, England, which has interests 
in the Adriatic, would, like the other Great Powers, 
take measures to maintain peace? In such a case how 
can Lord John Russell reconcile this note of August the 
3ist, wherein the British Cabinet seems to cover with 
its guarantee the possession of Venice by Austria, with 
that passage of the note of October the 27th, which so 
minutely lays down that the claims of Victor Em- 
manuel to the sovereignty of Italy proceed from the 
zeal and constancy with which he has fought Austria, 
unless, however, more self-consistent than is generally 
supposed, bagland be held to pursue everywhere, in 
Venice as at Naples, the course best suited for her 
interests, and nothing else 

It will be well both for Austria and for Italy to cul- 
tivate self-reliance, and not to rest any hope on such a 
broken reed asthe dispatches of your impulsive but 
incompetent Foreign Secretary. 

According to the Presse, the Descartes is still at Tou- 
lon, waiting for-the more precise instructions which 
the French admiral has asked for. Nevertheless, it is 
likely that fresh orders have been sent out by telegraph, 
as it is stated, under date of yesterday, that the French 
squadron had left its anchorage at the mouth of the Ga- 
rigliano and returned to Gaeta. 

It is stated here that M. de Persigny will not, like the 
other foreign ambassadors, abstain from ap ing at 
the Lord Mayor’s banquet ov Friday. It is the cue of 
the French Government bere just now to affect great 
cordiality with England. How genuine it is hardly 
worth while to speculate about. It is stated that the 
speech which his Excellency is to deliver on the 9th 
has been concocted between the Emperor and himsel/, 
and that, as a matter of course, it praises the entente cor- 
diale to the skies. 

A detachment of the military train has been ordered 
off in hot haste to Toulon, via Lyons. It consists of 
250 men, 500 horses, and 50 waggons. 

The /ndependance Belge, received here to-day, contains 
a letter from London, announcing that, in consequence 
of the death of the Earl of Pembroke, Mr. Sidney 
Herbert hds been called to the Upper House. The 
noble earl, an old resident in Paris, is slightly indisposed, 
but there is no reason to anticipate the mournful event 
which the Belgian print so positively announces.

SWEDEN—THE KING’S SPERCH. 

The close of the session of the States of Sweden took 
place on the 30th ult., with the usual ceremonial. In 
the morning the Four Orders united were present with 
the King and SE family at Divine service, after 
which the clergy, burgesses, and peasants went to the 
hall to await the arrival of his Majesty, who soon after 
appeared clothed with the Royal mantle, with the crown 
on his head and sceptre in hand. His Majesty was 
accompanied by his brother, Prince Oscar, and followed 
by the Ministers, the Kuights of the Order of the Sera- 
phim, and other high personages. The King having 
taken his seat upon the throne, the Minister of the 
Interior read a report of the labours of the session, and 
his Majesty delivered the following address: — 

„Gentlemen, —A period of more than a year has 
elapsed since the opening of this Diet, but that time has 
been usefully employed, and the country may expect to 
see the results of this laborious session exercise a salu- 
tary influence on the progress of our institutions, You 
share, [am well convinced, in the lively satisfaction 1 
feel at the hopes which the pregnancy of my well-be- 
loved sister-in law, the Duchess d’Ostrogothia, allows 
us tocherish. The united kingdom, thanks to the 
protection of the Almighty, continues to enjoy the most 
complete tranquillity, both at home and abroad. Our 
independence and security, founded on the recognition 
and application of a wise and legitimate liberty, are 
maiotained, and our relations with loreigu Powers con- 
tinue to bear the impress of the most friendly character. 
On a proposition which I made you bave adopted a law 
which, applied cooformably to the spirit that presided 
over its wording, aud according to the principles of per- 
fect tolerance, must satisfy the legitimate pretensions of 
| liberty of conscience, hitherto denied to religious sects 
differing from our own. The care which you have devo- 
ted to the improvement of the code of our laws, which 
in several respects did not respond to the spirit of our 


voting. Everything has returned to its normal statd, 
and the new authorities work as well as if they had bee 
ten years in office.

Second—Permission to Ireland to trade with British 
Settlements in America and the West Indies, and on 
the coast of Africa. 

In 1781, the British Legislature consented to the 
following Acts, viz.:—First—An Act to abolish the 
power of Privy Councils to alter Irish Bills, Second 
An Act to limit the Mutiny sill (before that a perpetual 
Bill) to two years. Third—An Act to confer the right 
of “ Habeas Corpus.” Foufth—An act to establish the 
independence of the Irish judges. 

Such were the grievances which Ireland had then to 
complain of, aad yet the Irish Voluuteers were true to 
their allegiance, and were ready to defend their country 
against the enemies of Britain.

CUANCERY APPEAL COURT— Yssvgnpay, 
[Before the Lord Chancellor and the Lord Justice oí Appeal. 
Long v. Long. 

This case, a brief summary of which appeared in our paper 
of yesterday, was resumed at the sitting of their lordships.

About the year 1791, after the occurrence of the 
French Revolution, a new organisation was formed under 
the name of “ United Irishmen,” whose objects were 
declared to be revolutionary, and hostile to British con- 
nection. The leaders of the old Volunteer body deciined 
connecting themselves with this new organisation, and 
the Government availed themselves of the opportunity 
afforded by the seditious proceedings of the United 
Irishmen to issue a on against all armed 
associations. (4) The old Volunteers never atterwards 
pee on parade. From this time the co was 
ruled by the coercive power of Government a ty, 
and the was laid for the Rebellion of 1798, and all 
the seenes of civil war which ensued from it; 
but with this rebellion the Volunteers were totally 
unconnected. 

A proof of the Royal attachment of the Volunteers to 
the Royal Family of the Crown of England is afforded 
by the remarkable ings of the Irish Parliament, 
acting undef the influence of the Volunteer body, when, 
on the question of the appointment of a Regent during 
the illness of Kiag George the Third, in 1789, the Irish 
Parliament voted the unrestricted power of the Sove- 
reign authority to the Prince of Wales; repudiating 
those degrad limitations placed on his power asa 
Regent by the British Legislature. The proposition of 
unlimited regal power was moved by Mr. Grattan, but 
opposed by the whole weight of the Goverament, aad 
was carried by the Liberal Opposition, consisting of 
the leaders the Volunteers, truly representing the 
moral influence of the Volunteer army. 

The reply of the Prince of Wales (afterwards George 
the Fourth) acknowledging the address from the Irish 
Parliament, contains the following remarkable testi- 
mony to Irish loyalty :—” If anything could add to 
the esteem and affection I have for the people ot Ireland, 
it would be for the loyal and affectionate attachment to 
the person and the Government of the King, my father, 
manifested in the address of the two Houses, What 
they have done, and their manner of doing it, is a new 
proof of their undiminished duty to his Majesty—ot 
their uniform attachment to the House of Brunswick 
and of their constant care and attention to maintain 
inviolate the concord and connection between the 
Kingdoms ot Great Britain and Ireland, so indispensa- 
ble and necessary to the prosperity, the happiness, and 
liberties of both.” (c) 5 were the old Volunteers. 
Here was a svlf-constituted army, not subject by law to 
the control of the Crown or the State, forming them- 
selves into a military body, on the right of the subject 
under the British Constitution, to keep and carry 


arms. 

This anomalous body existed for not less than four- 
teen years, engaged, first, in the object of deieading their 
country from foreign aggression, and next in the exer- 
cise of their constitutional right as citizens to agitate 
for the redress of acknowledged grievances. I believe 
I can aver, without the possibility of contradiction, that 
during all this there never was a charge made 
against them ei of disloyalty or disorder; and in 
proof of this averment | may quote the votes 
of thanks passed by the House of Commons to the 
Volunteers of Ireland, for their exertions to provide for 
the protection of their country, aad for their ready be- 
sistance of the civil power ia enforcing the execution
